The Senate, 
it is true, has the constitutional right 
of veto oil niipointmeiits by the ITes- 
Ident; but no individual Senator has 
that right. The House has no legal 
rlglit whatever to Interfere with the 
exercise of presidential discretion hi 
making appointments. When the Sen¬ 
ators from a State are opposed to any 
noniliiatlon to an office In their State 
the Senate usually sustains them and 
rejects the nomination. In some case.s 
'a President, who lind reason to ex¬ 
pect ttiiit Ilie nomination would be op¬ 
posed, lias waited until Congress has 
adjourned tiefore making tiie iippoiut- 
iiieiit. .\t the next session the Sena¬ 
tors who favoretl tlie appointment have 
siicceedeil in preventing tlie Question 
of contirniing tlie iiomlmitloii coming 
to a vote: and so tlie man lias con¬ 
tinued to liold office for a year or two, 
or until tlie deadlock was bnikeii.

CARE OF FRUIT TREES. 

A well known fruit grower gives 
the following advice in regard to 
planting and cultivating afiplo trees: 
j “In choosing a site for an apple or- 
! chard I prefer a hillside facing the 
north. I set the trees two rods apart 
each way. It is best to mix the varie¬ 
ties, that is, one row of lien Davis, 
then one of Janet, then Jonathan, etc. 
j 1 believe iu summer, fall and winter 
varieties. 

“I plow a strip four feet wide and 
j six inches deep the full length of the 
I orchard. In this strip 1 plant the 
I trees a little deeper than they grew in 
the nursery. From two to three feet 
' around each tree I cultivate with a 
^ hoe, and this is all the cultivation 1 
; ever do in an apple orchard. 

! “1 sow the orchard, if in stubble, 

I in clover, and for the llrat seven year.'i 
; it is cut and placed around each tree, 

I exceiit the small siiace around the 
I tree which 1 always keep cultivated. 

' This cultivation is necessary to de- 
stroj’ insects and mice, and allow the 
rain to enter the ground and not run 
oif. The clover is used for mulching 
and as an aid to this 1 use as much 
stra5v as possible to build up the bare 
and poor spots in the orchard. Such 
treatment will, by the time the or¬ 
chard is beginning to bear, turn a 
wornout soil into a fertile one, ami 
put your trees in a cciiditlon to bear 
fine fruit and in so vigorous a state as 
to promise the same for years to 
come. 

“.After the trees begin to bear 1 cut 
the clover and leave it where it falls. 

: 1 never remove any, nor do 1 allow 
livestock to enter, except when there 
is a lot of worthless wormy apples, 

, which 1 allow hogs to pick up, and 
when they have done so J turn them 
out again. 

i “1 have tried what is known as 
thorough cultivation; that is, plant¬ 
ing the young orchard iu corn or some 
, other crop and continuing this until 
tho trees are old enough to bear. To 
me this method has proved a failure, 
because it exhausts the soil and im¬ 
poverishes it and renders the soil un¬ 
fit to rai.so apples witli jirolit. 

“1 have two apple orchards; in the 
one where the soil has been thorough¬ 
ly cultivated tho soil is poor, the 
trees diseased and the fruit always 
small and wormy. Tho other, where 
it is far cheaper to keep it in clover 
than to cultivate, the trees are in vig¬ 
orous condition witli a dark green fo¬ 
liage, bright bark, and a large grow th. 
These are signs that nature smiles on 
tho one and condemns the other.”— 
Northwest Pacific Farmer. 

FLAVOR IN BUTTER. 

it is a well-known fact that flavor 
in butter is the one quality above all 
others that finds favor with the butter 
eater. tJruiii, color, salting, etc., all 
have their part in the making up of a 
desirable package of butter, but leave 
out flavor and tho quality is practic¬ 
ally all gone; oven a bad flavor is 
preferable to none; it will serve as a 
guide to the purchaser in buying, if 
nothing more. We decide at once 
that wo do not want a sample of but¬ 
ter when its flavor is objectionable; 
this is the key to butter buying oi 
nine-tenths of all the butter sold to 
tho retail trade and consumer. 

This being the case, the quest ion of 
flavor should be first iu consideration 
with the butter maker, and such in¬ 
fluences exerted as will assist in se¬ 
curing a desirable quality of butter 
flavor, and such iirecautioiis used as 
will guard against undesirable iiiQu- 
ences towards all objectionable flavors 
that may creep in, through luck of 
management in handling the milk or 
in sniiplyiiig the cows with [iroper 
feed stuffs. 

Since flavor is so important a qual¬ 
ity in butter and so easily influenced 
by tiio damage of tho iiroduct, it 
should bo the one siiecial concern 
among butter makers. Uniformity of 
flavor is quite as important, because a 
market and demand for your Imtter is 
created upon desirable flavor, and if 
this cannot be relied upon the butter 
loses its standard and is estimated as 
uncertain in quality. This in a meas¬ 
ure puts your butter iu the lower 
grades because it cannot be sold on 
guarantee. 

Where uniform comlitthns exist iu 
feeds, attention, care and Iiandling of 
the product uniform flavor may bo ex¬ 
pected. Flavor does not come by 
chance. When a high quality of fla¬ 
vor is reached the only assurances of 
retaining it is a repetition of tho con¬ 
ditions ill producing this quality of 
butter. A variation may be expected, 
even under the closest system of uian- 
agoment, but not to such an extent as 
to materially influence iu prices or 
demand. 

Putter is a commercial product that 
can influence demand above or below 
market quotations. It is a well-known 
fact, in all neighborhoods, that cer¬ 
tain fanners or farmers’ wives have 
acquired the reputation of making a 
quality of butter that has secured for 
it a local demand, and at prices the 
year round much above the average of 
the high grades of butter in the com¬ 
mercial markets of tho country. Why 
is this? There is a substantial reason 
for all such conditions. There is no 
sympathy or personal interest enters 
into a community that will encourage 
it to eat rancid or off flavored butter.

COTTON IN DUTCH COLONIES 


(■overnniciit to Cooperate with Citi- 
zenis tn Promoting the Culture. 

In the Netherlands a conunittee Itas 
lipcii formed for the promotion of thu 
culture of cotton in Ihi' Dutch colonics, 
according to a report from I'nited 
States ('onsn! Pitcairn, 'fhe Dutch 
government is reported to liave prom¬ 
ised its support and assistance. A re¬ 
port recently pnldished by the eominit- 
toe had annexed to it as exliltiits copies 
of letters from Surinam containing in¬ 
formation on the result of cult lire, by 
wav of experiment, of sea island and 
upland eotlon. S.amples aeeompanying 
such letters furnished proof of the 
possibility of suceessful culture.

California Building at Lewis and Clark 
Centennial Will Rival Exposition 
Palaces in Size and Cost. 


Portland.—The building which Cal¬ 
ifornia will erect at the Lewis and 
Clark Centennial will be one of the 
tiuest on the grounds. The building 
will also be one of the largest, and 
will cost fl0,000. 

California’s building will b-e of 
unique and aiipropriate design. The 
plans for the building, which have 
been approved by Governor Pardee, 
jsrovide for a structure in the form of 
.a cross, each wing to represent an old 
California mission. These missions 
are the Santa Barbara Mission, the El 
Carmel Mission at Del Monte, the 
Dolores .Mission at San Francisco, 
and the Sun Carlos Mission at San 
Diego. Each wing will represent an 
exterior different aud distinctive, and 
the reproiluctions of the four missions 
will be faithful, and exact as to de¬ 
tail. The building will be two stories 
high. In the central dome a chime 
of mission bells will bo installed. 

Work on the structure will be bo- 
guB at oiioe, and it will bo completed 
in time for the opening of the Expo¬ 
sition, June Ist. 

California’s elaborate and complete 
exhibit, which willibe collected at a 
«08t of ie:>O,000, will be shown in this 
building. The exhibit will show in a 
comprehensive manner the resources 
of the state along the lines cf fores¬ 
try, mining, dairying, fruit raising, 
iirigatiuu and tisheries.

Dtficii for January Placed at Six Million.i ^ 
Decrease in Country’s Debt. 

Washington.— The monthly state 
ment of the public debt, which has 
:just been issued, shows that at the 
' clo.se of business January 31, 100.5, the 
debt, less cash in the Treasury, 
amounted to 3080,029,010, which is an 
J increase for the mouth of 3-1,380,298. 
This increase is principally accounted 
' for by the decrease in the amount of 
cash on hand. The debt proper showij 
a decrease for the mouth of 31,580,595. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest-bearing debt, 3895,1.57,510; 
debt on which interest has ceasea 
since maturity, 31,131,-170; debt bear¬ 
ing 110 interest, 338.3,000,434. Totals, 
31,280,555,415. This amount, however, 
does not include 31,010,880,000 in cer¬ 
tificates and Treasury notes outstand¬ 
ing which are offset by an equal 
amount of cash on hand held tor their 
redemption.
